The New Wear

Happy New Year! With each recurring new year this season- 
able greeting and wish is extended by millions of people to cach 
other. In some cases, no doubt, 4t ts done as a mere matter of 
form, but probably the vast majority of people do sinccrely hope 


that the incoming year may bring a larger measure of happiness 


and a greater prosperity to their friends and neighbors, their coun- 
try and the world. 

The extending of this old-time wish, “Happy New Year,” if 
it is a sincere wish, implies much more than the utterance of the 
words. It imposes an obligation. If we sincerely wish that the 
new year may be a happy one, it is our duty to put forth the best 
that ts in us to assist in bringing about a realization of our desire. 
And if all our New Year grectings and hearty handclasps are ac- 
companied with a resolve to interpret them _in definite actions 
throughout the year there is not the slightest question but that the 
new year now dawning will be a most happy one. 

There is every reason why 1922 should far surpass 1921 in hap- 
piness and prosperity for all. It is inconceivable, for instaace, that 
these Western Canadian Provinces should experience a repetition of 
the disasters which overtook the agricultural producers this year. 
Several years of poor crops in various sections of the country cul- 
minated this year in a crop, satisfactory on the whole so far as quan- 
tity of grain was concerned, but which, in the aggregate, did not 
yield to the producers the costs of production. Large in volume 
as the crop proved to be, it was a debt-producing crop rather than 
a debt-paying crop. Such a condition is not likely to be repeated 
in 1922, 

Industrial conditions were far from favorable during the year 
now closing, with the result that, not in Canada alone, but to an 
even greater cxtent in other countries, there was unemployment. 
The concensus of opinion now seems to be that the worst in this 
respect is past and that the new year will show a steady improve- 
ment. 

While taxation must for some years continue to be heavy in 
order to pay the war bills of the nations, the cost of living is stead- 
itv falling, so that the wage earner and the heads of familics can 
look forward to a larger measure of relief on this score. - 

A survey of world conditions is also hopeful. The dark cloud 
which has been hanging over our Empire in connection with Ire- 
land, and which threatened to break in a terrible storm of civil war, 
seems about to be dissipated. After long centuries of turmoil, 
agitation and strife, the Irish question appears to be on the eve 
of an amicable settlement. 

The much heralded Washington conference of the nations on 
the limitation of naval armaments has been a wonderful, almost a 
miraculous success. The nations have found a basis of agreement 
to end the costly and dangerous race for naval supremacy. .The 
probability of future wars is thus greatly lessened, and along with 
the removal of that threat, which was paralyzing the financial, in- 
dustrial, commercial and political world, confidence is returning and 
with it renewed business activity is certain. The reduction in the 
burden of taxation will likewise be considerable and will become 
tore and more apparent as time passes. 

Ail these circumstances give assurance that it is no idle wish 
to extend the greeting “Happy New Year.” What the world has 
long lacked is confidence. Let confidence be restored, and econ- 
omic conditions will soon right themselves. It should, however, be 


borne in mind that cach individual citizen can exert a powerful | 


influence in the right direction. Never more than now was there 
a time when the dead past should be allowed to bury its dead. 
tather, like St. Paul; the Canadian people should forget those things 
which are behind and press toward those things which are before, 

Pessiinistic feelings should be curbed. Blue ruin talk rigidly 
avoided. Expressions of confidence and words of hopefulness and 
encouragement should flow from every mouth, and our actions 
shoutd be in keeping with our words. If a person finds himself 
or herself indulging in pessimistic feelings and the language of dis- 
couragement and despair, they should stop short. Such an atti- 
tude neither benefits themselves nor anybody else. It is a positive 
detriment to progress, destroys confidence, and is a constant source 
of unhappiness. 

Begin the new year right by cultivating a cheerful and hopeful 
disposition. It will make for happiness, your own and others, It 
is the basic foundation for a “Happy New Year.”

You ask for an opinion as to the 


probable success of the present cam: | 


paign for greater pork production and 
especially greater bacon production. 

Before venturing to comply with 
your request, I will mention some of 
the things which are certain to pre- 
vent success or at least reduce the de 
gree of sucess, that might otherwise 
bo attained. | ! 


One is an unfavorable season such 
as that which followed: the campaign 
for greater bacon production in the 
autumn of 1917 and the winter of 1918. 
A season such as that, when drought 
destroyed most of the crop in the 

. South must of necessity be followed 
by large numbers of hogs coming to 
the market unfinished and unfit for 
the export bacon trade, 


Another important factor in the ease 
will be the attitude which the farmers 
and packers assume towards 
other; the extent to which each 
btrives to ‘understand the other’s prob- 
lems and sympathizes with his diffi- 
culties, will determine to a great de 
gree whether or not Western Canada 
is to figure largely in the export bacon 
trade ten years hence. 

If, the first time a farmer arrives 
on the market with a carload of hogs 
and finds that a large percentage ol 
them are rejected as “select bacon,” 
instead of trying to understand 
wherein they fall short of that stan- 
dard and wherein his methods of 
feeding or growing are at fault, he 
immediately pronounces the whole 
business a fraud and a new device for 
deceiving the producer; or if the buy- 
ers for the packing companies, instead 
of explaining wherein the grower has 
failed, assumes a lotty air towards him 
when he }seeks Information and then 
uniertakeés .o jtistity himself by call- 
ing all farmers, a lot of bone-heads, 
who are incapable of getting the new 
idea—we will not get very far with 
our present campaign. 

However assuming that the condf- 
tions are right, there will remain the 
necessity of our swine growers exer- 
cising judgment in selecting proper 
sires to mate with the females they 
now possess and displaying skill in 
growing and finishing the offspring.. 

The majority of swine growers will 
have to ask themselyes three ques- 
tions: 

(a) What breed produces the best 
hog from the’ packer’s standpoint? 

(b) What breed is best suited to 
Western Canadian conditions and 
methods of growing? 

(c) With what breed and type; of 
sire must I mate the sows I now pos: 
sess, in order to produce hogs that, 
with proper management, will be grad: 
ed as select bacon when offered for 
sale? 

There is no doubt that in the hands 
of men who uhderstand growing them 
and under suitable conditions the 
Yorkshire comes nearest producing 
the best hog from tho packer’s view- 
point. The man who has females ot 
this breeding, who knows the methods 
necessary to succéss in growing pigs 
of this breed and who is able to pro- 
tect his animals against the ailments 
to which they are most subject— 
namely, sunburnt and cracked skins-- 
should continue with them and _ he 
need not have any fears about where 
they will be classed. 

A close second to the Yorkshires, 
from the packer’s viewpoint, are the 
Tamworths, They have a_ slightly. 
thicker and tougher skin than the 
Yorkshires, und therefore less likely 
to become sunburnt. This is a point 
in their favor from the standpoint of 
the grower—but they are perhaps the 


most restless and active of any of the | 


breeds and this is q count against 
them, a 

Hampshires when properly grown, 
develop an excellent carcass for the 
bacon trade, and the grower who has 
femmes of Hampshires breeding can 
safely continue to keep his herd pure, 

The. same applies to the “bacon 
type” Berkshires. One point must be 
kept in mind when selecting animals 
of this breed for breeding purposes. 
In order to produce prime Wiltshire 
bacon it is neCessary that the layer of 
fat shall be of uniform thi¢kness 
throughout the entire length of the 
back. The Berkshires, as a breed, 
luge: a tendency toward putting a 
suuewhat heavier covering of fat over 
their shoulders than along the rest of 
their spine. In order to produce hogs 
that do not have this defect, it is 
necessary to select breeding stock that 
is smooth over the shoulders. 

A large number of western farmers 
have for some years past been grow- 
ing the thick, fat-backed variety of

Former Leading Black Sea Port Dead 
For All Practical Purposes 

Odessa as seen today affords a 
striking ‘index of Soviet rule writes a 
correspondent from that city to The 
London Daily Mai Formerly one 
of the principal “ports of the Black 
Sea, serving the vast, ‘grain growing 
areas of A and Soittliwestern Rus- 
sia, it is’ néw, for all practical pur- 
poses dead. ° 

Its splendid: harbor, ‘well-equip- 
ped wharves and warehouses, ils 
many factories and chimney stacks, 
give some idea of itgpast commercia! 
value and. grandee, Today there 
can be counted upon the skyline fifty 
or more chimneys, all smokeless; in- 
deed, few show signs of utility. ‘The 
harbor which, in 1914, was+insufficient 
for the great number of ships serving 
the port, is now silent and empty ex- 
cept for the occasional official motor 
boat carrying the omnipresent Soviet 
control authority. 

Throughout the city 
able Soviet officials bustling to and 
fro leave the impression that they 
are doing all the work in the world, 
but, as results can be judged only 
by what is achieved, little indeed is 
accomplished, 

As an instance of this, a barge con- 
taining coal has lain alongside one 
vessel for tweny-four hours waiting 
to load, but as the foreman has not 
received permission to begin work 
fully twenty men are standing idly 
by awaiting orders which, more like- 
ly than not, some incompetent offi- 
cial has forgotten to issue, 

Numerous incidents of a similar 
character could be ;quoted, all a 
striking mofitument tod the futility of 
this regime, held out to the world for 
the betterment of humanity, Indus- 
try appears no. longer tp be the neces- 
sity of life, and tyranny, rampant and 
rabid, rules over all,

Productiveness, Of Farm : 
Lands In The West 


penetra 


Parmers in some of the older sec 
tions of the prairie are finding that, 
owing to the presence of weeds and 
the lack of humus and soil fibre, their 
fields are not as productive as they 
were in the first years of farming, 
They also find that the soil retains 
less moisture and some of the plant 
food has been dissipated, consequent- 
ly, crop yields in these districts are 
disappointingly low. 

While there may be several remed- 
jes suggested for this condition of af- 
fairs, certain experiments that have 
been conducted would indicate that 
an application of manure would ba 
beneficial. fertilizers 
have been. found too expensive and 
while they may add available plant 
food, they do not increase the water 
retaining powers of the soil, nor do 
they to any great extent prevent soil 
drifting, 

Green crops, such as peas or vetches 
ploughed under, enrich the soil but 
owing to the dry climate and insulf- 
cient moisture-in the soil very little

plant food is made available for a 
period of at least two years after 
ploughing under. Instances have 


frequently occurred where ploughing 
under green crops in the summer- 
fallow year has decreased the wheat 
yields the succeeding season, Once 
the decay of these green crops has 
become sufliciently advanced, then 
ihe humus in the soil is increased and 
the condition of the soil both physi- 
cally and chemically is benefitted. The 
soil is particularly enriched if it is a 
erop that is ploughed 
under. 
While 
tracts of 


there may be considerable 
land that will continue ta 
produce heavy crops for a long period 
of years, t' re are many sections 
where the application of manure would 
increase crop yields. On the choco- 
late clay soil on the Scott Experimen- 
tal Station, ploughing. under rotted 
manure has always” increased crop 
yields. The six-year average up to 
the end of 1920 shows that 12 tons of 
rotted manure ploughed under increas- 
ed the yield of wheat by 4 bus., tha 
yield of oats by 8 bus., and the yleld 
of barley by 10 bus. During the sea- 
son of 1921 it was found that the yield 
of wheat was increased by six bush- 
els per acre, barley was increased by 
seven bushels. and oats by twelve 


ed when Great bushels. where manure was applied at 


the rate of 12 tons’per acre. 

It was noticeable during the past 
at not only did the manure 
increase the productiveness of the 
plots during the first cropping year 
after treating, but there was an in- 
crease in succeeding years. Three 
plots that were manured in 1915 and- 


jagain in 1918 and summer-fallowed in 


1920 gave an average of almost eight 
bushels of wheat per acre more than 
three plots that had received identical 
treatment excepting that they had not 
aut any time received any manure, 

In the experiments above mention 
ed, the manure used was well rotted, 
and was applied with a spreader. The 
manure was ploughed under in the 
autumn immediately after applying, 
Top dressing has been tested but haa 
not been found profitable on the Scott 
Station in Saskatchewan, 

It must be recognized that there is 
only a limited supply of manure avail- 
able and it is quite possible that 
ploughing under green crops of some 
kind will be necessary in the future, 
Yet much can be done to maintain the 
productiveness of the flelds by making 
economical use of all the manure pro- 
duced on the farm; by destruction of 
weeds before they use up plant food 
and moisture; by keeping the soil In 
good silth; and by having a suitable 
rotation of crops.—M. J, ‘Tintine,

Surgery In Mid-Air 


French WIil Use Largo Airplanes As 
Operating Theatres 

‘ho Brench authorities have found 
aeroplanes so useful for transport and 
other services in their colonial terri- 
torled that they intend to introduce 
large multi-engined aeroplanes, which 
will be assigned, with a pilot and a 
small staff of mechanics, to surgeons 
who have Jarge territories to cover. 

The cabins will be equipped as 
operating theatres possessing every 
Ufe-saving device that modern sur 
gery can suggest. The surgeon, with 
his assistant acting as anostheist, 
will be ablo to perform major as well 
as minor operations just as readily in 
remote areas as if he had his patient 
Jn a well-equipped hospital. 

It will be possible, should a patient 
In transit develop any suddenly ad- 
verse symptoms, to perform a delicate 
operation in mid-air. 


London Bridge Has Large income 


Rent Roll Amounts to 150,900 Pounds 
A Year 

Of the huge number of people who 
cross London Bridge daily, hardly 
one in a thousand is aware that he fs 
treading on one of the greatest land- 
owners of London. In the course of 
a lecture on the bridges of London, 
Miss I. Jeffries Davis, at University 
College, stated that London Bridge 
had a rent roll of £150,000 a year. 
This came from property left in the 
past for the spectal upkeep of the 
bridge.

“It was a cause of great satisfac- 
tion to Lord Mount Stephen that he 
lived to see his ‘baby’ grow Into. @ie 
greatest enterprise Canada nue 
known,” said Lord Shau essy. 
“There was a great personal friend- 
ship between us,” continued Lord 
Shaughnessy, “which deepened as 
the years advanced.” Discussing the 
fact that Lord Mount Stephen was 
in his 93rd year, and that Mr. R. BL. 
Angus, who had been so intimately 
connected with™Lord Mount Stephen, 
is in his 91st year, Lord Shaughnessy 
commented: “I am only 68; quite a 
boy compared with them.” 

“I was first associated with Lord 
Mount Stephen in 1882 nearly forty 
years ago, shortly after the con- 
struction of the Canadian Pacific had 
been commenced by the company, but 
my relations did not become at all 
close until the end of 1884. Fromm 
that time until he retired from parti- 
cipation in the company’s affairs we 
were very close business and personal 
friends. Indeed, our very warm per- 
sonal relations continued to the end. 

“Lord Mount Stephen was a man 
with imagination and initiative, 
coupled with probity and courage. 

“During the construction of the 
transcontinental line he had many 
anxious hours, and there were times 
when his personal fortune, as well 
as that of his colleague, Lord Strath- 


cona, was placed in jeopardy in 
lonns to the company in its dark 
days. 

“To Lord Mount Stephen beyond 


all others may be attributed the suc- 
cessful completion of the railway. 

“During the last 26 or 26 years ho 
had Hved in England but he followed 
Canadian affairs with the keenest in- 
terest.

A Famous Ship 


“Cutty Sark” Has Record No Ship Can 
Match 

To write of any one particular ship 
as the most famous in the world 
seems a rather tall order, says Tit- 
Bits. 

Yet probably every sailor alive 
would agree that no other vessel at 
;Present afloat can match the aston- 
lishing record of that famous olf clip- 
per, the Cutty Sark. 

Built 63 years ago, in 1868, this 
wonderful vessel can look back upon 
@ series of records unmatched in the 
history of sailing ships, and today she 
is etill afloat, and still earning money. 

The Americans built the first big, 
fast sailing ships. We followed them 
and beat them, and the British Ther- 
mopylae held all records in the late 
sixties, 

Mr. John Willis, of London, deter 
mined to have a vessel that gould 
beat the Thermopylae and gave to 
one of his young captains, George 
‘Moodie by name, the task of seeing 
the new ship completed. 

She was christened {n November, 
1869, by Mr. Moodie, Her name, of 


course, comes from one of Burn’s 
poems, and means ilterally “Short 
shirt.” 


With Captain Moodie {n command 
Cutty Sark went into the Chinese 
tea trade, and later into the much 
harder Australlan wool trade. Quite 
early In her career she began to ac- 
cumulate records, and from 1874 to 
1890 nothing under sail could com- 
pete with her. She was, ns a mat- 
ter of fact, much faster than tho aver- 
,age modern cargo steamer. 

The average of her passages from 
port to port—that {s from Sydney, 
Australla, to Liverpool—during all 
those years was only 77 days, and It 
must be remembered that sailing 
ships go right around the Cape, 
Once, {In 1884, the Thermopylae beat 


her by one day, but Cutty Sark's 
average passage was nearly five 
days better than that of her great 
rival. 


| Captain Moodie was succeeded by 
Captain Woodget, who commanded 
her far longer than any other skip- 
per. Captain Moodie, by the way, ta 
still alive at the age of 92, and resides 
at Auchtermuchty, in Scotland. 


Standard Text Books 
For Western Schools 


Four Western Provinces Arrive At An 
Agreement 

The four western provinces of Can- 
ada took the lead in educational stand- 
ardization when the Inter-provincial 
conference which has been In session 
in Calgary brought their deliberations 
toaclor». As a result of the work 
accomplished by the representatives 
of the departments of education of Al- 
berta, British Columbia, Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan, along with repre- 
Sentative teachers from these prov- 
inces, a standard set of text books 
will be adopted. This is the first 
time that any of the provinces of 
Canada have successfully. got to- 
gether on the standardization of 
school books to any extent. 

“The result of the work accomp- 
jUshed will have a far reaching ef- 
'fect,” sald J. T. Ross, deputy minister 
lof education for Alberta, in discussing 
the matter, “It will mean that stu- 
dents can move from one province to 
another and continue their studies 
with the same books, a big advantage 
in the west where there is a large 
moying population. Another big factor 
will be the facilities for transferring 
jteachers from one province to an- 
lother. ‘They will be able to take up 
thelr work with the same books.” 

There are six hundred thousand 
| children in the four provinces which 
go to school and it is estimated that 
the saving In the cost of books will 
be tremendous. Through the large 
lnumber it will be possible for the 
iprinting firms to give a much lower 
\price than they have ever done in 
‘filling orders from ‘ono province. It 
{will practically cut the overhead cost 
‘to a quarter of what it previously has 
been on the individual books in each 
province. s

Others 
claim that the moose, owing to the 
open weather, found that the mus- 
kegs were not frozen at the time of 
the first snow, and for that reason 
they had not yot come down from

THE FIFTY-TWO TEETH

Every normal person will have in 
his Hfetime fifty-two teeth, as many 
teeth as there are weeks in tho year. 

There aro twenty teeth in tho tem- 
porary eet and thirty-two in the per- 
manent set. In each jaw the tempor- 
ary teeth will consist of two central 
incisors, two lateral tnclsors, two cus- 
pids, two first molars and two second 
molars, 

There are no bicuspid teeth and no 
third molars {in the temporary set; 
these are found only in the permanent 
teeth. 

Nature’s method of erupting or cut- 
ting the teeth ts pecuilar, 

The temporary teeth in baby’s Jaws 
are developed in a Uttle groove just 
like planting corn in ao furrow in the 
field, f 

Theso Httle teeth have the enamel 
formed frat and then the roots, The 
teeth do not begin to erupt antil a 
bony covering is grown from the edges 
of the developmental groove complete- 
ly over the tops of the baby teeth. 
| Then as soon as this job is com- 
plete, nature at once begins to absorb 
the layer of bone 6o recently grown 
over the tops of these teeth and pres- 
ently the teeth, witb the aid of blood 
pressure, push their way through bone 
and gum into the mouth. 

Tho permanent teeth form more 
deeply in the Jaw and of course as 
they are more perfect, they form 
more slowly. 
| When all of the baby teeth are in 
placo the lHittie jaws are Iiterally 
crowded with teeth; twenty in place 
in the mouth, and thirty-two more or 
less developed teeth yet concealed be- 
neath the bone

that abscesses will not form about 
their roots?

This parttcular flare, which was 
found by a ghillie and Landed by him 
to the Prince of Wales, who sent {ft 
op to the afr ministry, was no doubt 
dropped by the {il-fated Zeppelin

2, 1916. The L-20 crossed the coast 
of Scotland at Lunan Bay and flew 
op past Montrose, where {t turned 
fnland, and flew past Brechin over 
the Forest of Mar and within 16 miles 
f Balmoral, It crossed the Mona- 
dhiiath Mountains and the Caledonian 
Canal. It then altered {ts courge and 
flew cast by north and dropped four 
bombs {in the north of Aberdeenshire, 
they re-crossed the coast near Cruden 
Bay. 

Over the North Sen the I-20 met 
heavy winds-and was driven against 
high land at IHandhaes in Norway, on 
the morning of May §8.° The airship 
was badly {injured and fell {nto a 
fjord and ‘sank.
